ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECTS. 

The  purposes  of  thi.  association  shall  he: 
i.     To  form  a  collection  of  paintiny;s  and  works 
of  art    as  an  Art  Gallery ; 

2.     To   hold    from,   time  to  time   Exhihitions    of 
P  iintint''-  and  Works  of  Art ; 
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.?.  To  torn  a  Museum  of  Antiquities,  especially 
of  the  remains  of  Indian  life  in  British  Columbia 
and  North  America ; 

4.  To  form  and  preserve  a  Col*  *  .  on  of  Speci- 
mens of  Ores  and  Natural  His*or>  products,  with 
Sv  'cial  reference  to  British  Columbia  and  Canada 
generally ; 

5.  To  establish  a  Library  of  books,  pamphlets 
and  periodicals  bearing  on  the  subjects  of  Art,  Min- 
eralog},  Botany,  Geology,  Zoology  and  otlier  Sci- 
ences, and  on  the  early  history  of  British  Columbia, 
and  generally  to  cultivate  the  study  of  these  subjects.

ARTICLE  IV. 


MEMBERSHIP. 

1.  All  persons  interested  in  the  objects  of  this 
Association  shall  be  eligible  for  membership  and  shall 
become  members  upon  being  duly  elected  and  payir-^ 
such  annual  fee  as  may  be  fixed  bv  the  Directors. 
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2.  AppliVanrs  I'or  membership  shall  be  elected  by 
motion  mr.cie  and  carried  at  an\  meeting'  of  the 
Hoard  of  I)ir;ctors. 

3.  Such  members  may  beamie  Life  Members 
iipun  p.- >ment  i.i  tlie  sum  of  ten  dollars. 

4.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  appoint  Hon- 
orary and  Perpetual  Members  at  any  ordinary 
meeting  of  the  Board ;  a  Perpetual  Member  being 
one  who  shall  have  rendered  distiny:uished  services 
to  the  Association,  and  the  names  of  such  Perpetual 
Members  shall  be  always  inscribed  on  the  Roll  of 
Members  of  the  Association. 

5.  Members  whose  fees  are  unpaid  at  the  date 
of  the  annual  meeting  shall  not  be  eligible  to  vote 
or  to  hold  office. 


ARTICLE  V. 

The  officers  shall  consist  of  an  Honorary  Presi- 
dent, a  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary, 
a  Curator,  and  a  Treasurer. 
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ARTICLE  VI 

1.  A  Board  consisting  of  twenty-five  Directors 
shall  constitute  the  governing  body  of  the  Associa- 
tion to  direct  and  supervise  the  affairs  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, and  five  shall  form  a  quorum. 

2.  Three  of  the  said  twenty-five  Directors  shall 
be  appointees  of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  under  the 
terms  of  an  agreement  between  the  City  and  the 
Association,  dated  the  26th  day  of  August,  1905. 

3.  The  other  Directors  shall  be  elected  b\ 
ballot  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  by  the  mem- 
bers present  in  person. 

4.  All  of  the  twenty-two  elective  Directors  shall 
retire  from  the  Board  each  year,  but  any  retiring 
Director  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election. 

5.  Immediately  after  the  Annual  General  Meet- 
ing, the  Directors  shall  meet  and  select  b\'  ballot 
from  among  their  number,  a  President,  two  Vice- 
Presidents  and  a  Treasurer. 

6.  The  Directors  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and 
a  Curator,  neither  of  whom  shall  be  Directors  of  the 
Association. 
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7.  The  Directors  may  also  from  time  to  time 
make  Bye-Laws  not  inconsir.tent  with  this  Constitu- 
tion and  appoint  Committees  for  any  special  busi- 
ness who  fhall  report  to  and  be  responsible  to  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

8.  If  at  any  meeting?  at  which  an  election  of 
Directors  ought  to  have  taken  place,  and  the  places 
of  such  Directors  are  not  filled,  the  meeting  shall 
stand  adjourned  till  the  same  day  in  the  next  week 
at  the  sam.e  time  and  place,  and  if  at  such  adjourned 
meeting  the  places  of  the  retiring  Directors  have  not 
been  filled,  the  retiring  Directors  shall  continue  in 
office  till  the  next  Annual  Meeting. 

9.  Directors  absenting  themselves  from  three 
consecutive  meetings  of  the  Board,  without  permis- 
sion of  the  President,  or  without  satisfactory  reasons 
being  given,  will,  ipso  facto,  cease  to  be  Directors 
and  their  places  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  Direc- 
tors at  any  ordinary  meeting  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  VIL 

ANNUAL   MEETINGS. 

1.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall 
be  held  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  January  in  each 
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year,  at  8  p.m.,  at  such  place  as  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Directors.  A  report  by  the  President  and  a 
report  of  the  year's  work  by  the  Secretary,  Curator 
and  Treasurer  shall  be  presented. 

If  such  meeting:  be  not  held  on  that  date  throuj^h 
lack  of  a  quorum,  then  the  meetin^a;  shall  stand 
adjourned  till  the  same  day  in  the  next  week  at 
the  same  time  and  place.  Ten  members  in  good 
standing  shall  he  a  quorum. 

SPECIAL  GENERAL  MEETINGS. 

2.  Upon  a  requisition  signed  by  ten  members  of 
the  Association  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with  a 
subject  oi  subjects  specified  in  such  requisition,  the 
President  shall  call  a  Special  General  Mee*:ing. 
Three  days'  notice  in  writing  shall  be  given  each 
member  of  such  meeting. 

MEETINGS. 


3.  Meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  held,  at 
the  call  of  the  Directors,  to  promote  the  general 
objects  of  the  Association. 
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BOARD    MEETINGS. 

4.  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be 
held  on  the  fourth  Thursday  in  each  month  at  4:30 
p.m.,  and  at  any  other  time  at  the  call  of  the  Presi- 
dent. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 


DUTIES. 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetinjj;s  and 
g:enerally  superintend  the  work  of  the  Association. 

2.  A  Vice-President  shall  preside  in  the  absence 
of  the  President  and  discharge  all  the  duties  of  the 
President.  In  the  event  of  the  President  and  both 
Vice-Presidents  being  absent,  the  meeting  shall 
appoint  a  Chairman. 

3.  The  Secretary  shall  send  out  notices  of  meet- 
ings, take  the  minutes,  conduct  the  correspondence 
and  keep  the  membership  roll,  and  perform  the  duties 
usually  appertaining  to  the  position  of  Secretary. 

4.  The  Curator  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the 
property  of  the  Association  and  of  anv  Loan  Collec- 
tions there  may  be,  and  shall  keep  a  complete  cata- 
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Io}»;ue  thereof,  report  monthly  to  tne  Directors,  and 
p^enerally  carry  out  the  instructions  of  the  Directors. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  fees  and  funds 
of  the  Association,  pa\  all  bills  when  passed  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and  generally  perform  the  duties 
appertaining!;  to  the  office  of  Treasurer. 

6.  The  moneys  of  the  Association  shall  be  de- 
posited in  one  of  the  Chartered  Banks  to  the  credit 
of  the  Association,  and  shall  be  drawn  out  from  time 
to  time  as  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

7.  An  Auditor  shall  he  elected  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  from  among  the  members,  who  are  not 
Directors,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  audit  the  Treas- 
urer's accounts  and  his  Certificate  shall  form  part 
of  the  Treasurer's  annual  report. 

8.  The  Board  oJ  Directors  may,  for  cause,  sus- 
pend or  remove  any  salaried  officer  and  arrange  for 
the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  office  or  appoint 
a  successor.
